Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and 
consideration  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  General 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1950. 

The  Report  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  Circular  112/50,  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  year  was  10.07  per  thousand  of 
population,  which  showed — as  was  common  throughout  the 
country — a  decrease  of  3.64  per  thousand  on  that  for  the 
preceding  year  and  5.73  per  thousand  less  than  that  for 
England  and  Wales. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  was  14.35  per  thousand  of 
population,  which  showed  an  increase  of  3.74  per  thousand 
on  the  previous  year.  As  usual,  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system  took  the  heaviest  toll,  36.8%,  most  of  the 
deaths  occurring  in  the  age  group  60 — 80. 

There  were  two  deaths  of  legitimate  infants  under  1  year 
of  age  recorded,  one  being  a  female  aged  5  months,  which 
died  from  broncho-pneumonia,  the  other  a  male  aged  2  hours, 
which  succumbed  to  congenital  defects.  These  two  deaths 
would  give  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  50.0  per  thousand  live 
births. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

For  the  fifth  year  in  succession,  measles  was  the  pre¬ 
dominant  zymotic  infection  in  the  Borough — 50  cases  being 
notified,  which  showed  a  decrease  on  the  previous  year  (80 
cases).  In  most  cases  the  infection  was  of  the  usual  mild 
type,  affecting  children  between  the  ages  of  2  and  6  years. 
No  deaths  were  recorded. 

One  notification  of  diphtheria  was  received  at  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  year.  The  case  was  that  of  a  non- 
immunised  schoolchild,  and  was  of  the  gravis  type,  the  patient 
dying  soon  after  admission  into  hospital.  That  immunisation 
can  prevent  such  regrettable  loss  of  life  is  shown  by  the 
spectacular  reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  throughout  the 
country  from  this  lurking  killer  of  the  young. 

The  provisional  figure  for  deaths  in  the  year  1950  was 


57,  as  compared  with  an  average  of  2,800  annually  in  the 
ten-year  period  1931/1940,  prior  to  the  immunisation  cam¬ 
paign. 

In  order  to  protect  the  youth  of  this  country  against  the 
ravages  of  this  fell  disease,  it  is  imperative  that  at  least  75% 
of  the  children  be  immunised  before  the  end  of  the  second 
year  of  life,  for  preference  prior  to  the  age  of  18  months. 
A  boosting  dose  of  the  prophylactic  should  be  given  when 
the  child  enters  school  life. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  80.5% 
of  the  child  population  of  the  Borough  were  immunised. 

Unfortunately,  there  has  been  of  late  some  evidence  of 
complacency  amongst  parents  concerning  the  need  for  pro¬ 
tecting  their  children  from  this  disease,  due,  in  all  probability, 
to  the  infrequent  occurrence  of  a  case  of  this  type  amongst 
the  community.  Such  a  myopic  appraisement  of  this  ever¬ 
present  potential  danger  and  the  value  of  immunisation  is  to 
be  deplored,  and  we  must  rely  upon  the  medical  practitioner 
and  health  visitor — both  of  whom  have  made  such  an  out¬ 
standing  contribution  towards  the  success  of  this  branch  of 
preventive  medicine — to  use  their  persuasive  powers  and  so 
remove  this  apparent  phase  of  apathy. 


With  my  Report  is  incorporated  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Statement  on  the  General  Sanitary  Conditions  prevailing  in 
the  Borough. 


As  will  be  noted  on  Page  12,  a  good  deal  of  the  Inspec¬ 
tor’s  time  is  taken  up  with  the  inspection  of  meat  and  super¬ 
vision  of  the  slaughterhouse  in  Loop  Street,  which  the 
Ministry  of  Food  opened  in  April  and  from  which  centre  meat 
is  distributed  to  the  Borough  and  Eastry  Rural  District. 


Once  again  I  am  glad  to  take  the  opportunity  of 
expressing  to  Mr.  Douglas  my  gratitude  and  indebtedness 
for  the  unfailing  co-operation  and  assistance  he  has  at  all 
times  extended  to  me,  thereby  facilitating  the  performance  of 
my  duties. 


As  this  will  be  my  last  Report  to  the  Health  Committee, 
I  would  like  to  record  my  very  sincere  appreciation  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  for  the  support  they  have  given  me 
during  my  five-and-a-half  years  of  office  as  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA. 

Hospitals: 

(a)  General:  There  is  no  general  hospital  in  the  Borough. 
Cases  requiring  treatment  are  largely  dealt  with  at  the 
Ramsgate  General  Hospital,  the  Kent  and  Canterbury 
Hospital  situated  at  Canterbury,  and  the  Victoria  Hos¬ 
pital,  Deal.  After  the  5th  July,  1948,  the  Hospital  and 
Specialist  services  came  under  the  administration  of  the 
South-East  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board, 
which  is  responsible  for  all  Hospitals  in  the  County. 

(b)  Infectious  Diseases:  Cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring 
in  the  Borough  are  sent  to  either  Haine,  Canterbury,  or 
Dover  Isolation  Hospitals. 

Ambulance  Facilities: 

(1)  For  infectious  cases:  Cases  are  removed  by  ambulances 
attached  to  the  different  Hospitals. 

(2)  For  non-infectious  cases  and  accidents  the  County  Coun¬ 
cil  now  provides  a  comprehensive  service  with  depots 
at  Ramsgate,  Canterbury,  Deal,  and  Dover. 

Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes: 

There  are  none  in  the  Borough. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home: 

The  County  Council,  as  the  Health  Authority,  provides 
an  excellent  service  for  the  area.  Two  midwives  reside  in 
the  Borough. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare: 

The  Centre  at  the  Masonic  Hall  is  administered  by  the 
County  Council. 

Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Disease: 

This  service  now  comes  under  the  administration  of  the 
South-Eastern  Hospital  Board.  Chest  Clinics  are  held  at 
Ramsgate,  Deal,  Canterbury,  and  Dover.  Clinics  for  the 
treatment  of  venereal  disease  are  held  at  Margate  General 
Hospital,  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital,  and  the  Royal 
Victoria  Hospital,  Dover. 

Laboratory  Facilities: 

Clinical  material  is  submitted  to  the  County  Laboratory, 
as  are  samples  of  milk,  water,  sewage,  etc.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water: 

The  water  supply  for  the  Borough  is  derived  from  the 
Corporation’s  Water  Works,  situated  at  Woodnesborough,  in 
the  Eastry  Rural  District.  From  a  deep  well  some  200,000 
gallons  of  water  is  pumped  every  24  hours,  and  is  chemically 
treated  prior  to  delivery.

Drainage  and  Sewerage: 

Main  drainage  is  provided  for  practically  the  whole  of 
the  Borough.  The  sewage  is  discharged  into  the  River  Stour 
at  two  outlets  without  previous  treatment.

Public  Cleansing: 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  refuse  is  carried 
out  officially  by  the  Corporation.  House  refuse  collections 
are  made  weekly,  a  Karrier  Bantam  motor  vehicle,  fitted  with 
sliding  covers  to  render  the  process  of  loading  as  dustless  as 
possible,  being  used  for  this  purpose.  A  trailer  is  attached  to 
the  vehicle  for  the  conveyance  of  waste  paper,  rags,  and 
bones.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  Controlled  Tip 
situated  in  Richborough  Road,  where  it  is  compacted  and 
the  banks  of  the  tip  covered  with  grass  sods  previously 
removed  prior  to  tipping.  This  method  of  disposal  has 
proved  quite  satisfactory.

Local  Authority: 

The  scheme  for  the  development  of  the  Sandwood 
Housing  Estate  for  200  houses,  shops,  and  bungalows,  was 
adopted  in  January,  1945,  when  the  lay-out  submitted  was 
approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

During  1950  further  progress  was  made  on  this  estate  by 
the  completion  of  a  new  concrete  road,  known  as  Burch 
Avenue,  which  linked  up  St.  Bart’s  Road,  Laburnum  Avenue, 
and  Sandwood  Road. 

Contracts  were  let  for  22  bungalows  for  aged  persons 
and  1 1  traditional  houses  of  the  semi-detached  3 -bedroom 
type.  At  the  end  of  the  year  97  new  dwellings  were  com¬ 
pleted  and  occupied. 
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Private  Enterprise: 

During  the  year  four  new  houses  were  erected,  and  one 
house  re-built  as  a  result  of  enemy  action. 

Plans  were  submitted  and  approved  for  several  new 
houses,  but  owing  to  the  restriction  of  a  ratio  of  one  private 
house  to  nine  houses  for  the  Local  Authority,  building  licences 
were  not  available. 

Despite  the  fact  that  138  new  houses  have  been  com¬ 
pleted  and  occupied  as  a  result  of  private  enterprise  and  the 
Corporation  since  1946,  this  district,  in  common  with  many 
others,  is  experiencing  a  great  housing  shortage,  which  has 
produced  a  long  waiting  list  of  applicants  for  houses. 

SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

During  the  year  the  Sanitary  Inspector  made  122  inspec¬ 
tions  of  the  bakehouses,  dairies,  and  other  food  preparing 
places  in  the  Borough.  No  defects  were  found. 

Meat: 

At  the  commencement  of  the  war  all  slaughtering  in  the 
Borough  ceased,  and  the  work  was  carried  out  under  the 
Ministry  of  Food  Centralised  Slaughtering  Scheme. 

On  23rd  April,  1950,  the  Ministry  of  Food  opened  the 
small  slaughtering  house  in  Loop  Street,  Sandwich,  for  cen¬ 
tralised  slaughtering. 

From  the  date  of  opening  to  the  end  of  the  year  207 
visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  dressed  carcases.
